vice presidency has been a political 
graveyard. 
It has likewise been a 
job which relegated 
the 
holder to 
conspicuous oblivion. 
Playing second 
fiddle and presiding over the senate, 
with neither voice nor vote, it is not 
conducive to building up a reputation, j 
B ut Vice President D aw es has al- j 
ready broken th at precedent by h av­ 
ing both the first and the last words 
in the last congress, by waging a na- 
lion-wide cam paign against the rules j 
of the senate, particularly the rules 
which make filibusters possible, by 
lam basting the prim ary 
system 
o f ; 
nom inations whenever he m akes a i 
speech, and by taking a really effec­ 
tive part in bringing about the sen­ 
ate’s passage of such im portant pieces; 
of legislation as the M cFadden branch ; 
banking bill and the M cN ary-H augen 
farm relief bill. 
In this case the vice 
president had the banking interests 
and the farm 
bloc cooperating 
to 
brmg action on each other's bill. 
The 
situation 
at 
present 
gives 
Dawes the advantage am ong the R e­ 
publican presidential aspirants 
He 
is doing everything possible to pre­ 
vent an open pre-convent ion cam ­ 
paign. which usually is a hindrance 
rath er th a n a help in getting the 
nom ination. 
In fact, he declares re ­ 
peatedly th a t he is not a candidate. 
But th a t does not alter the fact th at 
he 
would 
accept 
the 
nom ination 
prom ptly if it were given him, and 
the fact th a t he has for at least a 
year been acting exactly like a wise 
presidential candidate. 
He has been 
m aking political friends all over the 
country; he has aligned him self very 
definitely on some questions; he has 
been notably quiet on others. 
As the situation now stands. Dawes 
is certainly the second choice of the 
middle w estern farm states, and this 
position of his in their preferences is 
quite im portant, since most of the 
Low den adherents have little hope 
th a t their favorite could get the nom ­ 
ination a t all. 
The fact th a t Dawes 
lives in the m iddle 
west, 
th a t 
he 
espoused the farm er’s cause and th a t 
he is a vigorous and outspoken m an 
such as they like, tends to m ake him 
at least their second choice. 
The eastern business and financial 
interests would not hesitate to pre­ 
fer Dawes to Hoover, for the simple 
reason th a t Dawes is more conserva­ 
tive, and probably more am enable to 
their projects. 
Daw^es is a banker 
himself. 
W hile the eastern Republi­ 
can leaders would doubtless prefer 
Charles Evans Hughes, there is the 
widespread feeling th a t he wrould not 
m ake a good candidate, having been 
defeated once, and 
being 
too old. 
Furtherm ore, they seem to be con­ 
vinced th a t he m eans it wiien he says 
he would not accept the nom ination. 
If Hughes is definitely out of it. 
the question of the southern delega­ 
tions is 
im portant. 
The 
southern 
votes in the Republican convention 
would probably go to Hughes, at the 


behest of the president and the R e­ 
publican 
N ational 
com m ittee, . if 
Hughes w^ould accept the nom ination. 
The south’s own choice am ong the 
Republican aspirants would probably 
be H erbert Hoover, but the southern 
delegations have a way of voting as 
the Republican N ational com m ittee 
thinks best. 
Despite the fact th at 
there are certainly tendencies to in ­ 
dicate th a t the politicians are less 
averse to Hoover th a n they once were 
the eastern interests are still wary of 
him. 
Of course. Dawes has opposed the 
adm inistration from tim e to tim e, as 
in the notable instance of the Mc- 
N ary-H augen bill, but he is probably 
considered quite safe by the Republi­ 
can leaders. 
It is 
also 
said 
th at 
Dawes has great strength on the w’est 
coast as the second choice, Hoover 
being first. 
Daw’es is acceptable to the Anti- 
Saloon league, and yet he has never 
cone anything to antagonize the wets. 
He h a s'b ee n in an adm irable posi­ 
tion to keep quiet on th at trouble­ 
some question. 
Besides, Dawes has a war record, 
and the World war has not yet pro­ 
duced its president. 
Most wars have 
had a war hero elevated to the presi­ 
dency. 
Dawes 
was 
commissioned 
m ajor of the Seventeenth Engineers, 
national arm y, in June, 1917, and he 
rose rapidly through the ranks of 
lieutenant colonel, colonel and briga­ 
dier general. 
He was appointed to 
the adm inistrative staff of the com ­ 
m ander-in-chief of the Am erican Ex­ 
peditionary forces only three m onths 
after he received his first commission. 
If was as organizer of supplies in 
th a t feverish period th a t he won his 


fam e as a m an who gets things done 
right awfay. 
His work as the first director of the 
bureau of the budget, and his work as 
head of the com m ittee of experts on 
the 
reparations 
commission 
which 
form ulated the Dawes plan for set­ 
tling G erm an reparations kept him 
in the forefront as a m an of vigor and 
action. 
Not even the vice presidency 
has wiped out th at reputation. 
Dawes is 62 years old. He was born 
in Ohio, trained in law there and he 
practiced law* in Nebraska seven years 
before going into the banking busi­ 
ness in Chicago, where he is presi­ 
dent and chairm an of the board of 
the C entral T rust company. 
He has 
been active in politics since 1896. His 
first public office was th a t of com p­ 
troller of the currency, which he held 
from 1897 until 1902.. 
Personally, Dawes is a complete 
contradiction of himself as he appears 
in print. 
He is really shy and re­ 
served. 
He is a m usician of unusual 
powers, and in addition to his fine 
playing of the violin, he has at least 
one musical composition to his ctedit 
He plays golf occasionally, and he’ 
frequently starts off walking to his 
! office. 
His chauffeur

with* his car. and when he wearies

Every 
teacher has listed the guidance values 
in his subject and will try to obtain 
these in his teaching. 
During the year several standard­ 
ized educational tests will be given to 
various classes by the counselor, who 
has charge of the testing work also. 
The results of these tests will be val­ 
uable In giving guidance to the indi­ 
vidual pupil. 
One assembly period 
a 
semester 
will be devoted to guidance. 
This 
year 
the 
counselor meets 
every class in the school one period a 
week for group instruction in guid­ 
ance. 
The seventh grade is taught 
educational 
guidance, 
the 
eighth 
grade is taught vocational guidance, 
while the ninth grade is given a com­ 
bination of educational and vocation­ 


al guidance, but not a duplication of 
the work of the two preceding years. 
At irregular Intervals during the 
year prominent workers from various 
occupations will address the pupils. 
At times classes will be taken to visit 
industrial plants and other places of 
work. 
Individual pupils presenting guid­ 
ance problems will be helped by their 
home room teachers whenever possi­ 
ble. 
Otherwise the teacher will send 
the pupil to the counselor for ad­ 
vice. 
The counselor will interview 
the pupil and report to the teacher 
the result of the Interview, so that 
the two may work together for the 
good of the child.

Help of the federation in unioniz­ 
ing textile workers in the south and 
laundry workers in the United States 
and Canada and a drive for new 
union members among hotel and res­ 
ta u ra n t employees already has been 
pledged in resolutions adopted by the 
convention. 
C anadian mine, mill and smelter 
workers in northern O ntario will be 
brought into the ranks of union labor 
while aid of the federation wtL be 
extended 
in 
the 
organization 
of 
workers in Porto Rico. 
A 
special 
cam paign to organize 
southern textile mill workers was vot­ 
ed following an impassioned appeal 
by Thom as F McMahon of New York, 
representing the United Textile Work­ 
ers of America. 
“We ask you to free the white 
slaves of the south.” he 
pleaded. 
“There are more than a million tex­ 
tile workers in the south, working 
fifty-four hours for practically no 
wages. T h at is why the south is not 
on the same buying basis as other 
com m unities.” 
Delegate Rafael Alfonso of Porto 
Rico decried the absence of a union 
organizer among native workers. The 
convention voted to take the m atter 
up with the Pan-A m erican Federa­ 
tion of Labor. 
A national movement for an in ­ 
creased “wage rate" for all organized 
workers was launched by John C. 
Frey, of Cincinnati, Ohio, secretary- 
treasurer of the m etal trades depart­ 
m ent.

Gm is taboo for sacram ental use, 
under the revised regulations which 
were made public by Prohibition Com­ 
missioner Doran. 
There is plenty of 
wine in the country for sacram ental 
purposes udthout using gin, it was 
pointed out. 
Whisky prescriptions hereafter must 
be filed within three days after is­ 
suance. 
T hirty days had been al- 
- lowed for “cashing” prescriptions un- 
j der old regulations. 
Doctors cannot prescribe for their 
own use. 
If they need medicinal 
liquor they must* obtain a prescription 
! from another physician. 
Another rule, designed to end medi­ 
cine drinking by thirsty alcoholites, 
forbids physicians from writing pre­ 
scriptions for more than six fluid 
ounces of any 
medicine in which 
potable distilled spirits are used. 
Must Renew' Permits. 
Effective Oct. 1, all permits for 
handling and m anufacturing intoxi­ 
cating liquor for non-beverage pur- j 
poses, might be renew'ed annually. No 
permits will be issued for some time 
for the m anufacture of medicinal 
whisky, as the present supply is suf­ 


ficient for immediate needs of the 
country, it wTas said. 
Heretofore all permits continue in

M anufacturing plants and distrib­ 
uting houses must be opened by their 
operators for inspection by dry agents 
at any time.
